The CASE of JostanPrimartr, and Anne his Wife, 
Siſter and Heir of Jouw HuLss of Northall in the County of 


eMiddlſx Eſq; deceaſed ; and of LsTT1cs his daughter, alſo 
deceaſed. 


Sz, Hat fobn Hu!ſc bcing ſeized in fee of the Mannor of Northall and Riſip in the Countie of 
Miadlſx, ot the yearly value of 5001. in the 22 ycar of the late King ſetled the ſame to 
the uſc of himſelf and wite for lite; and after their deceaſe, to the iſſue of the body of the 
ſaid Fobx in Tail 3 and for default of ſuch iſſue, to his right heirs for ever. 

Which ſaid Fohn Hulſe, not long after dicd, leaving ifſue Lettice his onely daughter and 
heir, whom one Charles Good of Surrey, Gent. by unhandſom practices with her maid-ſer- 
vant, and ſecret mectings at a neighbours houſe, about Novemb. 1664+ inveigled and ſeduced from her 
Mother and Guardian, and marricd her without her conſent. 

That her mother and the next heir apparent having juſt cauſe to ſurmiſe that the ſaid Charles Good had 
ſome further defigne to ſupplant her ot her inheritance, by procuring a Fine in deceipt of the Court of 
Common Pleas, ſhe being a minor, did upon the mothers Afidarit, and by motion, acquaint the ſaid Court 
the fame Novems. of the atorelaid Marriage, and that the ſaid Lettice was but 18 years of age the 23 of 

wie then laſt paſt : And prayed the Court to take notice of her minority , thereby to prevent the ſame. 
Who did thereupon make the Rule annexcd. 

Which Rule of Court was lett with Mr Nurſe, Clerk of the Kings filver Office, the ſame Term 3 it be- 
ing the molt principal Ofhce to prevent any Fine that ſhould pals. 

Notwithſtanding all which, and the (aid Charles Good knowing, of the ſaid Order of Court, and of his 
wifes minority , 1n May 1665, plotting with Arthur Trevor Efqz the ſaid Good's Counſel (who likewiſe 
knew his wite to be an intant ) by ſome falſe pretences and circumventions cauſed the ſaid Lettice to joyn 
with him in a Decd to levie a Fine to the heirs of the ſurvivor of the ſaid Charles & Lettice his wite, in caſe 
there ſhould be no iflue living of their two bodies. In the declaration of which uſes, and Deed thereof, 
(if the Deed was not forged )the faid Lettice was manifeltly ſurpriſed : and thereupon the ſaid Charles Good 
in Trizity-Term 1665, upon a fallc fuggeltion that the ſaid Lettice was lick, and not able to come to Lox- 
don, procured a Dedim:s potetatem, directed to pcrions procured tor that purpoſe, viz.Capt.William Fram- 
pton, and Capt.T ho. Salisbury, Souldiers,and ignorant perſons in ſuch aftairs, (as they pretend themſelves) 
who did the ſame Term, attcr a clandeſtine mauner, the Court of Common Pleas ſitting at Weſtminſter, take 
her acknowledgement of the {aid Fine in the faid Trevor's chamber in the Tamer Temple, never examining 
her as to her age. 

That the (aid Good, the better to colour his aforeſaid pratices againſt the ſaid Lettice , did make Dr. 
Braborne Conuſce of the ſaid Fine, and party to the Deed leading the uſes thereof 3 who never knew any 
thing thereof, nor did ever fcal any Counterpart of ſuch Deed. 

That Sir Tho. Tyrrel Knight, one ot the Juſtices of the ſaid Court, and preſent at the making of the 
ſaid Rele, did notwithſtanding the {a1d Notice and Rule,give an allowance tor paſling the ſaid Fine. 

That the ſaid Good , or his agents, ſhortly atter , in the height of the Peſtilence, did prevail with the 
Clerk for entering the Kings Silver, or fome of his Deputies, (with whom the ſaid Rule was left as afore- 
ſaid) to enter the Kings Silver tor the {aid Fine z whereby the ſaid Fine became a Fine of Record, without 
any notice given to the Pctitioner, being next hcir of the ſaid Foh. Hulſe, and the ſaid Lettice, who (6 lit- 
tle underſtood the ſaid Charles Good's deligne, aud operation of the ſaid Fine, as ſhe was heard to ſay a- 
bout 20 days before her death,which happened Ang. 7- 1667 , That ſhe would be drawn apieces with wild 
borſcs, before ſhe would ſettle the ſame from her fathers heirs and relations. 

That the {aid Charles Good doth by vertue of the atoreſaid Dced and Fine, obtained as aforeſaid, claim 
the inheritahce of the ſaid eſtate. 

That the heirs at Law in Michaelmas-Term following, , being the next Term after the death of the ſaid 
Lettice, applied themſelves to the Right Honourable the Lord Keeper,then Chict Juſtice of the ſaid Court 
at the making of the ſaid Rule , and acquainted him with the {aid Good's praCtices in procuring the {aid 
Fine. He well remembring the {aid Rule, did forthwith recommend the examunation of the ſaid undue 
praQices to the ſaid Court of Common Pleas « Whodid the ſame Term, and in Hillary-Term after, exa- 
mine the ſame accordingly 3 but could not (as they declarcd) vacate the (aid Fine , notwithſtanding the 
ſame were {o indirectly obtained as aforeſaid,and againſt the Rules of the Statute and Common Law,and 
againſt the expreſs Order of the Court in this caſe provided 3 and that the ſame was proper to be vacated 
by Parliament. - But the Court being ſatisfied that the ſaid Cood, knowing of his wites infancie, and of 
the Rule of Court prohubiting the ſame , before he attempted the procuring of the ſaid Fine, and ſo did 
procure the ſame in contempt and deceipt of the Court; tor which they on Febr.7. 1668 committed him 
to the Priſon of the Fleet, and fined him. 

That the right heirs are,by the ſaid fraud and illegal practices in procuring the ſaid Fine, like to be dil- 
inherited of the juſt rights of the ſaid Axe, if they ſhall not be relieved by the jultice of Parliament 3 the 
ſaid Good claiming the faid Land by colour of the ſaid Fine.
